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Welcome from the Executive Director 


his twenty-seventh annual antiques show 1s remarkable and truly historic because 
it is coinciding with the two hundredth anniversary of the Peabody Essex 
Museum. We certainly hope that our members and friends will have had an 
opportunity by this time to have experienced our special bicentennial exhibition 
entitled Odyssey: A Journey into World Art and Culture. It represents the full expanse 
of our collecting traditions that began with the entrepreneurial captains of the East 
India Marine Society in 1799 and followed soon after with the establishment of the 
Essex Historical Society in 1821. East India Marine Hall was completed by 1825, and 
I think you will agree that this structure’s refinished surfaces are gleaming in a fashion 
that is quite as dazzling.as it must have been at its unveiling. Similarly, East and Weld 
Halls have been marvelously renovated and contain portions of the Odyssey exhibit. 


In keeping with the return of the annual antiques show and given the museum’s 
bicentennial celebrations, each curatorial department was asked to select artifacts that 
would pay homage to the notion of an older acquisition and a more recent one to 
symbolize two centuries of collecting and documentation. Obviously, the resulting 
group of objects could only provide a mere glimpse into the museum’s fabulous hold- 
ings. Nonetheless, I hope that it will at least serve as an introduction to the range and 
depth of our curatorial collections and impel you to experience them in entirely new 
ways, as the Odyssey exhibition encourages one to do. The 
twenty-seventh annual antiques show provides a wonderful 
opportunity to highlight the parallel tracks of private and 
institutional collecting, and we heartily welcome you to all its 
festive presentations.

An oak great chair, dating between 1670 and 1675, 
attributed to Thomas Dennis (1638-1706) of 
Ipswich, Massachusetts. 


he gift of Robert Brookhouse in 1821 (acc. no. 

108,886), this chair was one of the first objects 

donated to the Essex Historical Society (a parent 
organization of the Peabody Essex Museum) soon 
after it was founded in 1821. Considered one of the 
most important pieces of seventeenth-century furni- 
ture to survive in New England, the chair descended 
in the family of its creator, Thomas Dennis, a joiner 
active in Ipswich, Massachusetts. Great chairs were 
reserved for the head of the household and served 
as a symbol of authority within the family. 


The ornate carving on the back and front seat rail 
reflect the decorative carving tradition that developed 
in the Devonshire region of England, where a number 
of joiners, including William Searle, learned their 
craft before immigrating to Ipswich. The carving 
features formal strap work, s scrolls, and foliate 
decoration, along with two curious grotesque figures, 
one on either side of the back. 


Furniture making became one of the most important 
craft traditions on the North Shore. The Dennis 
great chair and many other fine examples from later 
periods are now in the American decorative arts 
department and form one of the most important 
regional collections of furniture in the country. 
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A glaze porcelain vase crafted by Hideaki Miyamura of 
Ipswich, Massachusetts, in 1999. 


urchased with the Willoughby Stuart Fund, this 

is the first ceramic object to enter the Peabody 

Essex Museum’s new contemporary American 
craft collection established in 1999. The vase reflects 
the artist’s mastery of the ancient yohen-tenmoku 
glaze that was developed in China during the Sung 
Dynasty (940-1290). Yohben means “stars glistening 
in a night sky,” an apt description of the rich tonal 
effect achieved by varying the thickness of the 
glaze. When skillfully applied, the glaze produces a 
silvery black luster that turns into cascades of blue, 
gold, and purple as it thins out. Miyamura studied 
with the master potter Shurei Miura in Japan before 
establishing his own studio in Ipswich in 1987. 
Inspired by traditional Japanese and Chinese ceramic 
forms, he has exhibited his work internationally and 
has won numerous awards.

he gift of Captain Richard Wheatland (acc. no. 

E7,097), this pair of Chinese export “nodding 

head” clay figures was given to the East India 
Marine Society in 1803. According to the first 
catalogue of the collection, these figures were 
“Copied from the life and brought from Canton.” 
Although they are meant to represent a couple of the 
Mandarin class, they probably are not portraits of 
individuals. Chitqua, the only identified Chinese 
clay modeler, produced several portraits of 
Westerners; a signed full-length portrait of a 
Western man by Chitqua is also in the collection. 


A Japanese chest of lacquer, wood, mother-of-pearl, gold, and 
engraved copper hardware from the late sixteenth century on an 
eughteenth-century stand and purchased with funds donated 
anonymously in 1999 (acc. no. AE85,687). 


he presence of foreigners in Japan influenced 

the development of a distinct art form known as 

Nanban. In the sixteenth century, Portuguese 
merchants brought large, leather-lined wooden 
chests for storing clothing and valuables with them 
to Japan. This Nanban lacquer chest, inspired by a 
European example, is covered with panels depicting 
phoenixes, tigers, birds, and a shishi. Highlighting 
the museum’s growing collection of Japanese export 
art, this chest is the largest of its kind and represents 
one of the department’s most recent acquisitions.

he gift of Captain Jonathan Carnes accessioned 

in 1821 (acc. no. M18), this pipe is one of the 

works in the museum’s first group of acquired 
objects. William Bentley, a Salem clergyman, recorded 
details of Carnes’s collection of unusual objects in 
his diary entry for 22 October 1799: “Capt. 
Carnes from Sumatra shew me . . . a pipe with two 
stems. . . . It is proposed by the New Marine 
Society, called the East India Marine Society, to 
make a Cabinet | of Curiosities |.” 


This gift was in keeping with the objectives of the 
well-known third clause of the aims of the society: 
“To form a Museum of natural and artificial 
curiosities, particularly such as are to be found 
beyond the Cape of Good Hope and Cape Horn.” 
Carnes’s double-stemmed pipe is currently on 
display in East India Marine Hall as part of the 
Odyssey exhibition.

urchased with funds donated anonymously in 

1999, the department’s newest acquisition is a 

pair of handscroll paintings on silk showing the 
trading stations at Nagasaki. Unsigned, but painted 
by a professional artist, these scrolls reveal minute 
details of the everyday lives of the exotic Dutch 
and Chinese foreigners during the period that 
Japan was closed to free international access. The 
two tiny trading stations were the only officially 
approved outposts for contact with non-Japanese 
for more than two hundred and fifty years, and 
consequently, the activity of their inhabitants was 
the object of intense interest among many 
Japanese. Although Dutch and Chinese traders 
were depicted in many media during the seventeenth 
through the nineteenth centuries, few such works 
rival the artistic quality of these scrolls. 


The detail of the scroll shown here depicts an informal 
musical concert at which a Japanese official is being 
entertained by the Dutch opperhoofd (station chief) 
in a large second-story room. The musicians and 
servants are likely Javanese from Batavia (now Jakarta), 
where the Dutch had their major Asian settlement. 
Elsewhere on this scroll, the Dutch are depicted 
dining, playing pool, and greeting one another on 
the street. The other scroll shows Chinese people 
worshiping, gambling, and engaging in local com- 
merce within their Nagasaki compound. These 
scrolls are scheduled for display at the Peabody 
Essex Museum in the autumn of the year 2000.

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Native American Art Department 


he Native American art collection of the 

Peabody Essex Museum is one of the treasured 

bodies of Native American art in the country, 
and is probably the earliest ongoing collection of its 
kind in the hemisphere. Commenced in 1799 with 
the acquisitions of the East India Marine Society, 


the collection today consists of about twenty thousand 
historic and fifty thousand archaeological items, 
spanning more than ten millennia of human creativity 
in the Americas, up to and including the work of 
present-day artists. 


A pouch of leather, dyed quills, and metal cones made 
by an unknown Great Lakes artist, ca. 1800. 


cquired by the East India Marine Society before 

1821 (acc. no. E3,687), this exquisite pouch, 

decorated in brightly colored porcupine quills, 
was probably made about 1805 and is thus roughly 


contemporary with the Lewis and Clark Expedition. 


The high catalogue number corresponds with the 
East India Marine Society’s published 1821 catalogue 
entry. The pristine condition and bold design of 
this pouch make it one of the early masterpieces of 
the Native American collection.

he confluence of native and non-native cultures,

Native Americans, who must assert their cultural 
identity against a backdrop of what is often 
overwhelming noise. Here, Mateo Romero depicts 
a sacred pueblo dance in the midst of a landscape 
dominated by a thunderous F-14 fighter jet. Far 
from being just symbolic, juxtapositions like this are 
literally true for today’s pueblo peoples.

f all the strange and wonderful objects in the 

East India Marine Society’s early collection, few 

carry more tangible emotional impact than a 
crooked wooden stick that is broken at one end 
and covered with more than one hundred crude 
notches. Also carved into this piece of wood are 
the words “James Drown / born AD 1777 / 10 
Mar 1804 / AP / Newport, Rhode Island / 
America.” The crew of a vessel that called at 
Tristan d’Cunha found the stick and brought it to 
Salem where it ended up on display in the museum. 


Without knowledge of the fate of its carver, those 
who found the stick no doubt saw in it a testament 
to the hardships and dangers of the seafaring life, 
and felt a certain poignancy in its discovery on a 
remote and deserted island. 

James Drown’s adventures continued for nine years 
before he finally returned to New England. Back in 
Providence, he found that everyone presumed him 
lost after relatives saw this calendar stick on display 
in Salem.

Phoebe / on the capture of the / American frigate 
the Essex at / Valparaiso Harbour Chile / from his 
officers & crew / November 1814.” 


The lid is engraved with an image of a full-rigged 
ship under sail and HMS Essex underneath. After 
wreaking havoc with British shipping in the Pacific 
Ocean during the War of 1812, Essex was finally 
blockaded in Valparaiso Harbor by Phoebe and 
Cherub. Crafted by a London silversmith, the snuff 
box celebrates a capture that eradicated the scourge 
of British shipping and brought Essex into the ser- 
vice of the Royal Navy.
